CANADIAN ON TRIAL 
IN MONTANA COURT 


The Alleged Murderer of Watson Oliver, an Alberta 
Homesteader, is Arraigned in Helena—Prom- 
ises to be a Notable Trial 


Helena, Montana, Jan. 6.—Spe- 
cial to the Bulletin.—The trial of 
Camille Remy, a Frenchman §ac- 
cused of murdering Mr. Weson 
Oliver, at Wolf Creek, Montana, on 
the 22nd of Sep.ember, which was 
commenced here yesterday. before} 
Judge Smith, promises to be among 
the most noted murder trials in the 
history of the United States. 

Lieut.Governor Morris, a friend 
of the murdered man’s family is 
assisting in the prosecution, and 
former Attorney-General Nolan is 
acting for the presecution. 

The crime for which Remy is be- 
ing tried is one of mostf mabmtvce 
ing tried is one of horrible brutal- 
ity. Remy is a native of Paris in 
France, and came to America about 
a year ago. In the spring of last 
year he went out on the Canadian 
Northern Railway, where he work- 
ed as.a timekeeper in Battleford in 
the month of June, and the early 
part of July. Leaving there he 
went to Winnipeg, where he forged 
a couple of McKenzie & Mann time 
checks for $800, and fled for the 
west. In the latter end of July he 
was in Alberta, and in the neigh- 
borhood of Lethbridge met Weson 
Oliver, who was travelling with a 
four horse team and a prairie 
schooner outfit. Oliver had come 
ever from Montana to take up land 
and had located a quarter section 
in the country east of Wetaskiwin, 
and at the time when Remy met ie 


he was on his way back to his home, 
near Helena. Remy had a couple 
of horses and a wagon, which have 
never Leen accounted for, and he 
proposed to Oliver that as he was 
going to Montana, and did not 
know the trails very well, that they 
travel together. They did so, and 
as far as is known were about three 
weeks in company, crossing the line 
and driving near to Helena by a 
route that took them some three 
hundred miles. At Wolf Creck, just 
one day’s travel out of Helena, the 
murder occurred for which Remy 
is now standing trial. Remy is ae- 
cused of having clubbed young 
Oliver to death, and having stolen 
his possessions. After leaving Wolf 
Creek Remy drove toward Helena, 
but camped one night between the 
two places and burned Oliver's 
wagon, all but the wheels, which he 
sold next day to a rancher fer $2. 
It was this transaction which found 
him out, for Remy gave the rancher 
a receipt in Weson Oliver’s name. A 
week or so later, the rancher, think- 
ing that there must be something 
wrong or the wheels would not have 
been sold to him at that price, 
wrote a letter addressed to Weson 
Oliver in Helena, which letter was 
received py Oliver’s father.

A VOLUME OF CANADIAN VERSE 
“The collected poems of Wiifrid 
Campbell” is the name of a recent 
volume published by William Briggs, 
Toronto. Typographically the book 
leaves nothing to be desired, nor has 
the selection of the contents been 
less satisfactory. In the preface the 
author announces that “ The verse 
contained in this collection is all, not 
dramatic in form, which the author 
eares to preserve.”

FRANCE PEACEABLE 

Paris, Jan. 4.—The ambassador of 
one of the powers said today that 
» careful enquiry had convinced hin 
that the recent revival of France's 
military activity which has ‘given 
jrise to alarming reports was’ due 
| mainly to a chenge from the mili- 
jtary methods of M. Berteaux, the 
jlate Minister of War to those of M. 
|Etienne. the present War Minister 
M. Berteaux belonged to the social- 
jists, whose card*nal prineiple is op- 
posftion to war and_ reduciion of 
military ex, enditurbs. That natur- 
jally resujted in activity in military 
preparation. M. Etienne, on the con- 
| trary is not affiliated with the soec- 
jinlisty, but represents the energetic 
element. which maintains that the 
country should prepare to meet ev- 
lery eventuality. M.  Etienre has 
‘dowted a vigorous policy, not for 
belligerent purposes, but for execution 
|} of the generai desire to have the army 
in a perfect staie of efficiency. 

This coming coincident with the 
Franec-German incident over Moroc- 
co, led to the widespread impression 
that ihe military preparations -were 
designed to meet eventualities -aris- 
ing from the Morocan controversy 

Paris Jan. 4—The new army, law 
which was adopted by the overwhelm- 
ing majority at the last session of the

The story about the selection of 
committees, which was made at the 
city council on Tuesday night last 
has a sequel, or a secret, which is 
vastly more interesting than the 
story of the election itself, sensation- 
al as that was, 

Some time ago there was a private 
star chamber session of the council 
at which the press was excluded. 

On the dny, after the meeting, the 
mayor in dilating upon th virtues 
of secret meetings, pointed cut what’ 
had been done, how he had explained 
more fully the commission idea, and 
that the new aldermen had asked 
questions, and had received answers 
and generally the meeting was agree- 
able, in fact amiable, instructive and 
advantage pus, Of course no such 
trifling titers as committees or 
the chairmen thereof were ever dis- 
cussed, 

There was method then, in the de- 
cision mnde by the members of the 
council at the meeting on Tuesday 
night, to refrain from ever mention- 
ing the number of ballots that should 
be recorded for the different candi- 
dates. In all probabiliity at that 
or some subsequent private meeting; 
it had been decided that such a 
course should ‘be adopted. 

To any person whi looked over ‘the: 
vote cast at council meeting, and 
practically no opportunity was given 
to look over such vote, there was a 
startling sameness about every bal- 
fot cast. The gentlemen elected in 
almost every case had ten votes and 
there were two straggling votes. 

The two straggling votes are ac- 
counted for by the fact that two of 
the aldermen, Ald. Clarke and Ram- 
say did not attend the star chamben 
session, where the committees were 
selected, and in the private archives 
of the city hall, with doors locked, 
a slate was madg out and the repre- 


entatives of the city, with all the ap- 


pearance of conspirators, mapped 


out the business of the city.
